ARTICLE I. 


This Association shall be called and 
known as the LINN County Op Serriers’ 
ASSOCIATION, 


ARTICLE II. 


The officers of this association shall 
consist of one President; one Vice Presi- 
dent; one ‘Treasurer, and one Secretary, 
and an Executive Committee, consisting 
of one member from each township in 
the county. 


ARTICLE III. 
MEMBERSHIP, 


‘Yo entitle one to join this association 
he, or she shall have been a resident of 
Linn County, Iowa, prior to such joining 
for the period of 35 years and pay to the 
secretary fifty cents as a membership fee, 
on payment of which the secretary shali is- 
sue to such person a certificate, or badge 
of membership as adopted by the associa- 
tion, and such member shall subscribe 
his name to the roll of the secretary, and 

such’ member shall be entitled to a vote 
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4 Linn County 


on all questions before said association. 
Should the secretary have any doubts, as 
to the length, or period of residence of 
any applicant, he may refer that question 
to the chairman of the executive commit- 
tee, for action, and be governed by lis 
decision. 


ARTICLE IV. 


All officers and committees as named 
in article II, herein, shall be elected by 
the association at its meeting of August 
13th, 1891, and hold their respective office 
until the close or expiration of the gener- 
al annual meeting in 1891, and all officers 
elected at such annual meeting shall 
hold their office for one year, expiring 
With the close of the annual meeting of 
each year, and the president and vice 
president shall only be eligible to said 
offices for one year at any one time only, 
and not continously. 


ARTICLE V. 
DUTIES OF OF FICERS—PRESIDENT. 


Tt shall be the duty of the president to 
preside at all meetings, and in his ab- 
sence or inability to act the vice presi—. 
dent shall preside, and in case of the ab- 
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sence or inability of both, the association 
shall name some person as temporary 
president.

SECRETARY. 

The secretary shall keep a correct rec- 
ord of all of the proceedings of said asso- 
ciation. to give notice of all meetings of 
the association, to keep a membership 
book or record, in’ which all members 
shall subscribe their names on joining the 
association, to notify all members through 
mail of the death, time and place of fun- 
eral, as soon as such fact is communiecat- 
ed to him, and to draw all orders for 
money on the treasurer, and turn over all 
books, records and property of the asso- 
ciation in his charge to his successor on 
or before ten days after his successor’s 
election. 

TREASURER. 


The treasurer shall keep a correct rec— 
ord of all funds in his charge and paid 
out, and pay all orders signed or drawn 
on him by the secretary, countersigned 
by the president, and to make an annual 
report to the executive committee, at 
least ten days prior to the annual meet- 
ing of the association, and make such ad- 
ditional reports as the executive commit-. 
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tee may require, and to give bonds if de- 

manded by the executive cominittee in 

such amounts as fixed by said committe. 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE, 

The executive committee shall consist 
of one member from each township as in 
article II, nained, and any eight mem- 
bers thereof shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business. They shall 
select some one of their number as chair- 
man annually, and any dispute, or irreg- 
ularity of any officer, or member shall be 
determined by them subject to an appeal 
to the annual meeting, which shall be by 
a verbal notice to the chairman and any 
two of the committee within thirty days 
from the date of the action from which 
an appeal is sought from, they shall fix 
the time and place of holding the annual 
meetings of the association, and said com- 
mittee shall have the power to expell any 
officer’ or member for cause, to be de- 
termined by them, subject to an appeal’ 
as herein directed, and hold at least one. 
meeting annually. ake 


FINANCE COMMITTER. 


' The treasurer, secretary and chairman 
of the executive committee shall. consti- 
tute the finance committee, any two shall 
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have the power to act, and any dispute or 
disagreement shall be referred to the ex- 
ecutive committee for action.
